Report of the Town Council 


This past year has seen continued rapid growth within the Town of 
Windham. Asa result of this phenomenon and the recognition that our Land 
Use Ordinance were also ten years old, the Town Council imposed a six 
month moratorium on new residential subdivisions in order to update these 
Ordinances and better plan for the expected pressures from future 
development. The first series of these amendments are now going through 
public hearings for adoption. This represents probably the most far reaching 
action the Council has taken or will adopt this year. 

Other significant activities which have begun or have reached major 
milestones are as follows: 


1. The Town has joined Regional Waste Systems for purposes of joining 
with other Greater Portland communities to construct and operate a 
regional solid waste incincerator which will burn garbage to generate 
electricity to be sold to Central Maine Power. Bonds have been sold and 
construction begun. 


2. The Town has obtained funding and solicited bids for the construction 
of a sewer system and plant to service the So. Windham area. 
Construction should begin this summer. 


3. The Town has completed a market study for the development of 
industrial growth and the retail growth of the Windham area. As a 
result, preliminary authority has been given to the Economic Develop- 
ment Committee to begin negotiations for options on land for 
development of industrial sites.

This summarizes many of the positive events which have occurred this past 
year, however, this report must include some reference to the problems the 
Town faces. The major problem is the necessity of increasing budgets and tax 
rates. The major cause of these increases are as follows: 

The general increase in residential development with a corresponding 
demand for services, the end of federal revenue sharing, the reduced 
level of funding from the State of Maine for education, and the 
imposition of unfunded mandatory programs and salary levels by the . 
State. 

While the total budget remains undecided at the time of this report, there 
will clearly be an impact of several dollars per thousand to the tax rate for the 
first time in several years. More importantly, an even larger increase is 
anticipated for next year, barring major changes in State funding. 


Report of the School Committee 


The School Committee set a variety of goals this past year. Among the 
most important are: 


1. Review and revision of mathematics curriculum 

2. High school accreditation report 

3. Teacher certification pilot site project 

4. Policy book review and revision 

5. Facilities/ space utilization — K-1-2-3 

The problem of school space has been keenly felt. We currently have 
several portable classrooms at the elementary schools and at the high school. 
Every available space, including closets and basements, is being used. Yet, 
kindergarten enrollments are predicted to rise again next year and a portable 
classroom may be added there. Despite the fact that the high school 
revovation project has been completed, that school remains pressed for space 
also. 

Recognizing this problem, the Town Council agreed to form a building 
committee, and members have been selected for that important task. Also, 
we have urged the Council to seek options on land in the general area of 
existing schools in Windham Center. That process is now under way. 

In addition to our adopted goals, the system became the fiscal agent for the 
REAL school. Faced with closure of the school, Windham agreed to sponsor 
that school for the remainder of this school year. A decision regarding any 
long range involvement will be made soon. This alternative program has 
been very beneficial for students in our area who cannot function in the 
traditional classroom setting. 

Fiscal issues have faced us as well. Many new state requirements in 
curriculum, class sizes, and testing have forced school costs upward. 
Decreasing federal and state revenues have made the problem more serious. 
The impact on the local taxpaper has become very heavy. We are all working 
to have the state assume more of the burden of school finances.

Report of the Town Manager 

The past year has been both busy and productive for Windham. In 
September, the Council approved the 1985 Comprehensive Plan. This plan 
was developed by a group of citizens after 18 months of meetings and public 
hearings. The result is a plan that establishes policies and sets goals for your 
elected and appointed officials to follow as they plan for future growth. 

One of the highlights of the plan is a recommendation that through land 
use controls we find ways to retain the open, rural nature of the community. 
Another important recommendation is for the Town to plan for a strong, 
vibrant commercial area in North Windham. As you can image, the Compre- 
hensive Plan is lengthy, containing many important policy decisions. Any 
citizen wishing a copy may pick one up at the Town Office. 

Upon passage of the Comprehensive Plan, the Council imposed another 
committee to implement the recommendations of the plan. This committee is 
now holding public hearings on proposed changes to the Land Use 
Ordinances. Their job, however, is far from over. The changes they are 
proposing only address the Committee’s most pressing concerns. They will 
probably continue to meet and propose changes for at least another year. 

Another project your Council is working on is the close out of our 
incincerator in the next two to three years. This past July the Council voted 
to join Regional Waste Systems, Inc. for the purpose of constructing a waste 
to energy plant with 25 other communities. Although the project has met a 
number of challenges, we are still on schedule with completion set for April 
of 1988. Between now and then we will be working to decide on the method 
we will use to transport our waste to the new plant. 

Other projects being worked on by the Council and appointed committees 
include the development of a small industrial/ business park, the construction 
of a long awaited sewer system for Windham Village, improvement of the 
North Windham commercial area and the televising of Council and School 
Committee meetings. The latter project has been especially helpful by 
bringing the local government process into the living rooms of many of 
Windham’s citizens. I hope this will make it easier for people to become 
aware of and understand the many difficult issues facing the Town and also 
make it easier for citizens to become involved. As Windham continues to 
grow, we will need more citizens to assist with the many complex decisions 
that have to be made. 

In closing, I would like to thank the Town Council, Members of the Town 
Committees and Boards, our Volunteer Fire and Rescue Departments, 
the School Department, our Employees, and Windham’s Citizens for all 
their help over the past year. We are fortunate to live in a community with 
such a large number of committed and dedicated people.

Report of the Superintendent 
“You attend a school that is one of the very best in the state.”

Elements of Success Symposium at 
Windham High School 


These words of Governor Brennan underscored what students, faculty, 
administration, and many others have felt for some time. Nonetheless, 
hearing the high school receive the resounding endorsement of the Governor 
was uplifting for us all. While we can never rest on our achievements, it is 
satisfying to know that the many, many efforts of scores of committed 
individuals have resulted in very fine high school programs. 

While the complete character of a school cannot be gauged by the 
accomplishments of only one segment of the school population, the 
aspirations of the ten senior students who attained the highest grade point 
averages do merit observation. All of the ten seniors plan to attend a college 
or university, and all of them have been accepted at very competitive schools 
with rigorous admission standards. The schools at which these seniors have 
been accepted include Tufts University, Colgate University, Union, Beloit, 
University of New Hampshire, University of Massachusetts, Smith College, 
Northeastern University, and the University of Michigan. Three members of 
the senior class will attend Colby College, another challenging school. 

Many other members of the senior class will attend college, join the 
military, attend vocational school or join the work force with skills gained at 
Windham High School. We are delighted with this thrust toward excellence 
and plan to sustain the mementum in the future. 

At the writing of this annual report to the community we remain engaged 
in the serious business of deliberating the school budget for 1986-87. We in 
the school system are facing the dilemma of all school systems in that 
decreasing revenues, accelerating costs and increased state-mandated pro- 
grams are causing tax increases at the local level. At this point, it is clear that 
mandated programs from the state level must be funded by the state if we are 
to keep costs at a reasonable level. 

Much of our energy this year has been directed toward the reaccreditation 
process at Windham High School. In the Fall of 1986, a visiting panel will 
evaluate every aspect of the high school program. The panel will talk with 
educators, parents, and community members. We are confident that we have 
all gained insights into our high school throughout this process and that the 
hard work of the staff will merit reaccreditation. 

Additionally, all of our schools must develop School Improvement Plans. 
A self-study will be conducted in each school to determine the areas for 
improvement. Much of our staff development effort will be directed toward 
this state-mandated program. 

Each fourth grader, eighth grader, and eleventh grader in the state will be 
tested each year. 1986 marks the first effort of this nature on a state-wide 
basis. Predictably, the test results have been used initially to compare school 
system to school system — a senseless comparison. Nonetheless, the eventual 
accumulation of data about the system will provide information which can 


lead to curriculum strengthening and improved instruction. The information 
we obtain will be shared with each parent, and the general trends are already 
being reviewed by my office. 

Thus, finances, reaccreditation, and compliance with state mandates have 
dominated our efforts this year. 

We remain committed to the pursuit of excellence for every young man 
and woman in the community.

Report of the Assessor 


Soaring real estate prices are once more forcing this office to factor 
valuations on a town wide basis for the 1986 tax year. this will be done to 
keep our sales ratio above 70% as mandated by State Law. Our aim will be to 
return the values to 100% of market value. When we did this in 1980, we 
raised all values by at least 25%; and since there was enough new 
construction that year to off-set the increased budgets, the tax rate dropped 
accordingly — from $17.10 per thousand to $13.50 per thousand. This year, 
large increases in the budgets are expected to increase our tax rate, so the 
factoring process will not make an equal drop in the rate. PLEASE 
REMEMBER — this is NOT because we are factoring values, it is because 
of increased Town spending requirements.

A total of 718 Building Permits were issued for a total estimated cost of 
construction of $11,806,599.00 A total of $45,361.31 in fees was collected. A 
breakdown 1s as follows: 

74 single family dwellings, 17 mobile homes, 7 conversions to multifamily, 
54 garages, 247 additions and alterations, 45 industrial and commercial, 41 
electrical, 8 chimneys, 72 signs, 59 accessory buildings, 25 pools, 66 
multifamily dwellings (95 units), 3 demolitions (estimated cost of demolition 
$35,800.00). 

For the same period, a total of 446 Plumbing Permits was issued. A total 
of $13,648 in fees was collected ($3,412.00 was sent to the State and 
$10,236.00 was retained by the Municipality). Total amount of monies 
retained by the Municipality including the Building Permits and as estimated 
cost of construction of $2,885,846.00 over 1984. It is also interesting to note 
that 1985 showed an increase of building permits over 1983 of 35% as well as 
an estimated cost of construction increase of 123% over 1983. The most 
drastic increase of building in 1985 showed 95 multifamily units compared to 
7 in 1984. P 

Because of the amount of building and plumbing in Windham, the 
Council approved part time help last summer. Mr. Leon Cooper Sr., a 
resident and retired builder, worked with me in July, August and September 
doing plumbing and building inspections. I appreciated his help and the 
support the Council gave me. Because of the increasing amount of activity in 
this department, I have asked the Council for approval of another full time 
position. 

The monies we collect for building and plumbing fees more than pays for 
this department. 

A recent survey of the surrounding towns and cities indicates that 
Windham is still the fastest growing town in the area. 

We must continue to keep our goals of safe construction and healthy 
conditions a high priority.

Report of the Town Planner 


Windham’s planning department has had a busy and productive year. In 
May the Town was notifed that its application to the State Community 
Development Block Grant Program for funding of a joint Windham/ 
Gorham sewer system in South Windham village had been funded. Between 
the State Planning Office and the Department of Environmental Protection, 
the two towns jointly received $506,650 to complete the proposed project. 
Construction on the project is scheduled to begin in April and to be 
completed by November. In October of 1985, the Windham Comprehensive 
Plan Committee released its final revised comprehensive plan. All members 
of the committee did an outstanding job in evaluating the growth and 
development concerns Windham will face over the next decade and shaped a 
plan which provides direction and guidance for this growth. In September, 
the Windham Town Council appointed an Ordinance Review Committee to 
review and revise Windham’s Land Use Ordinances. It also instituted a six 
month moratorium on all new residential subdivisions to give the committee 
time to review the ordinances and make changes essential to the community’s 
well being. The committee has completed its first round of revisions and will 
present them at public hearings this April. 

1985 has also been a very busy year for the Board of Appeals and the 
Planning Board. The Board of Appeals reviewed 55 applications during 
1985. The Planning Board reviewed 37 applications which represented 572 
residential units and several major commercial developments. 

The remainder of 1986 promises to be busy. The rate of development in 
Town is expected to continue at a rapid pace. The Ordinance Review 
Committee plans to complete its revision of the ordinance this year and the 
Town/Chamber Liason Committee plans to complete a design review 

-committee ordinance in the coming months.

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Report of Public Works Department 


During 1985, the Public Works Department continued to provide the 
necessary services for the traveling public. 

The Public Works crew rebuilt a portion of the Brand and Knight Rd., 
installed a waterline to service the new Track and Field Facility and 
resurfaced approximately four miles of Town roads. This is, of course, in 
addition to our regular summer and winter maintenance programs. 

Two major improvements were made to State roads this past year. The 
intersection (Grant’s Corner) of Route 202 and River Road was restructured 
to improve safety. The Whites Bridge Road, which was in poor condition, 
was reconstructed for most of its length. 

The entire municipal fleet continued to be maintained by the Public 
Works mechanics. We added one new truck to our fleet as well as a used 
street sweeper. With the latter vehicle, we hope to increase the frequency as 
well as the quality of our street sweeping. 

The Public Works staff continues to operate the incinerators and to 
provide all building, grounds and cemetery maintenance. As always, we 
attend to provide these services to the very best of our ability. However, we 
are always looking for ways to improve and would appreciate your 
suggestions. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the many dedicated people who 
work for us as well as to the citizens of Windham for their help throughout 
the past year. I look forward to an even better year ahead of us.

It has been an active and exciting year for the Windham Adult Education 
and Recreation Department. Many more new programs were established 
and several new community development projects were undertaken. 

The Adult Education Program expanded significantly during the last year 
with nearly 700 sign-ups for both fall and spring semesters. A great diversity 
of classes were offered including: Appreciating Windham’s Old Homes, 
Chinese Cooking, Sign Language, and a Private Pilot Aviation Ground- 
school Course. Three seminars were offered to local business persons on 
starting a business, marketing techniques and retail guidelines. In addition, 
fifteen students will very soon receive G.E.D. High School Equivalency 
Certificates and another seven will receive Windham High School Diplomas 
through the Adult Education Program. 

Many new recreation programs have been initiated in the past year for 
residents of all ages. During the summer new programs were also developed 
in tennis, track, and golf for adults and children. Also, the men’s softball 
league had their first season. Other new programs during the rest of the year 
included self defense, a “bewitching” halloween party, and the “North Pole 
Hotline” which enabled youngsters to speak directly with Santa Claus. For 
the first time in several years, an ice skating rink was made in South 
Windham through the generosity of Mr. Robert Toms. Several groups 
cooperated in seeing that the project was a success, including the Windham 
Fire Department, Public Works Dept., the School Dept., and the Recreation 
Department. Informal ice skating lessons were offered on weekend days 
when weather permitted.

Report of the Rescue Unit 


This year the Windham Rescue weathered a storm of not having enough 
people to handle the daytime needs of the community. We approached and 
received $9,000 from the Town Council. This money was used to hire 
temporary help for a 10 week period. During this ten weeks we recruited, 
trained, and equipped enough new personnel that we can now handle our 
calls during the daytime without help. We are proud of our tradition of 
serving the community and are also proud that we are able to continue to 
serve. Also this year has been the first year that Windham Rescue members 
have been paid for training and for the time they spend on rescue calls. 
During the 1985 year Windham Rescue responded to 854 medical 
emergencies and of these we made 775 trips to area hospitals.

The police department staff was increased with the addition of Windham’s 
first full-time policewoman. This brings the department strength up to 13 
sworn Officers, 4 public safety dispatchers, | part-time canine control officer, 
1 part-time clerk/ typist. 

In addition, the department also employs a number of reserve officers and 
reserve dispatchers, on an as-needed basis. 

Crime Statistics - Overall crime as reported to the police department 
shows a decline for the second consecutive year.

The term Index Crimes refers to the crimes of Murder, Rape, Robbery, 
Aggravated Assault, Burglary, Larceny, Motor Vehicle Theft, and Arson. 

The town has experienced a 5.5% decline in the total number of the above 
crimes. 
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Calls for Service - As the town continues to grow, both in population and 
business, the department calls for services experience a commensurate 
increase.

Crime Prevention Programs - In addition to the above services rendered to 
the public, the police department also increased its visibility in the 
community and schools with crime prevention efforts. These include the 
Officer Friendly Program and Crime Awareness Programs, which have been 
presented to students and citizens of the town. 

The department hopes to broaden this effort in the coming fiscal year, by 
presenting Crime and Drug Awareness Workshops in the community, with 
added frequency. 

Criminal Investigations — The department assigned a patrolman to the 
full time capacity of the follow up investigation of criminal activity in this 
town. We feel that this position should improve our crime clearance rate and 
lead to an increase in prosecutions of those committing crime, especially 
burglaries, in the town. 

In summary, I feel that this has been a good year for the department, in 
that the crime rate has decreased, and our clearance rate increased. We have 
also realized a dramatic enhancement of professional training being made 
available to members of the department, which can only serve to improve 
upon the level of service given to the public. 

I feel that the Town of Windham employs a very dedicated and 
professional police department which considers making Windham a good 
place to work and live a very important priority.

Report of the Fire Department 


During the 1985 year the Windham Fire Department made progress in 
several areas. The town and the firemen in a joint effort raised $17,000 to 
replace a worn out tank body and a very old pump. This is now referred to as 
Squad 1. It carries equipment which is used at fires and also carries rescue 
equipment for special situations. Also undertaken this year was a recruit- 
ment drive specifically for the purpose of getting some people who are 
available during the daytime hours. We also sought funds from the public for 
a second project of purchasing some more pagers for firemen. We received 
these during March and were issued to the people who are available during 
the day hours and some nights also. The town also has undertaken to pay the 
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firemen for the time that they spend each Wednesday evening training and 
learning and doing necessary maintenance on equipment. The last 2 years the 
time has been in excess of 2500 hours for the Windham Fire Department. 
The following is a breakdown of fires for 1985 which totaled 325 which is an 
increase Over previous years.

The Planning Board expresses many thanks to Jackie Hewett, Town 
Planner, who has brought to the Board and the Town of Windham the much 
needed professional planning expertise required in this day and age. In much 
the same way the Town Manager provides the town Council with technical 
guidance, so does Mrs. Hewett assist the Planning Board with its decision 
making processes which grow exceedingly more complex each year. Her 
contributions to the Board by reviewing, researching, and analyzing the ever 
increasing number of land use regulations at all levels of government (local, 
State and Federal) have given responsible direction to Town development 
and growth. 

The first half of this decade had brought to Windham the agony and 
ecstasy of growth: increased demand on local services; more vehicular traffic 
and development of prime agricultural land on the one hand, and a variety of 
commercial services; expanded non-residential tax base; improved employ- 
ment opportunity on the other. As evidence of the community’s growth, the 
activity of the Planning Board in 1985 is shown in the following table.

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Report of the Economic Development Committee 


The purpose of the Economic Development Committee is to assist the 
Town Council in fostering industrial development. Industrial and com- 
mercial development increase local job opportunities while at the same time 
broadening the tax base. Since the Committee’s establishment in the 1960’s, 
we have had two unsuccessful attempts to construct an industrial park with 
the assistance of the Greater Portland Building Fund. In both cases, we lost 
out to parks proposed in neighboring communities with better access to 
major transportation routes, and more developed services such as sewer and 
water. 

To be certain an industrial park was still a viable idea, we asked the Town 
Council to hire a professional consultant to study the current feasibility of a 
park. A report by Governmental Services, Inc. was completed this past fall. 
The report concludes that a small park catering to expanding local industry 
and small “clean” industries was economically feasible and should be 
pursued. The Committee has developed a strategy to implement the 
recommendations of the report and is working with the Council toward this 
end. 

We look forward to some exciting progress this next year as a result of our 
research.

Notes to Financial Statements

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The Town of Windham was incorporated in 1762. It operates under a Council- 
Manager form of government, adopted by charter in 1975, and provides the 
following services: 


Administration of Town Government 

Control of Growth and Environment 
Protection of Persons and Property 
Maintenance of Roads, Buildings and Grounds 
Leisure Time Activities 

Provision of Education 

Municipal Support Services 

Capital Improvements 


The accounting policies of the Town of Windham, Maine conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units. The 
following is a summary of the more significant of such policies: 


A. Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. Each fund is operated and accounted for with a separate set 
of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
equities, revenues and expenditures. The various funds are grouped by 
type in the financial statements. The following fund types and 
account groups are used by the Town: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not 
allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital improvement 
costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for 
the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than special 
assessments, expendable trust, or major capital projects) requiring 
separate accounting because of legal or regulatory provisions or 
administrative action. The Town presently has two Special Revenue 
Funds; the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund, and the Equipment Replacement 
Fund.

Capital Project Funds - Capital Project Funds are used to account for 
financial resources segregated for the acquisition or construction of 
major capital facilities other than those financed by special 
assessments or enterprise operations. Currently, there are two 
capital projects: improvements to and development of track and field 
facility, and renovation of the Windham High School. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust and Agency Funds. - Trust and Agency Funds are used to account 


for assets received by the Town and held in the capacity of trustee, 
custodian or agent. The Town currently has four Trust and Agency 
Funds: the Perpetual Care Trust Fund, School Trust Fund, Library 
Trust, and ICMA Retirement Agency Fund. The latter consisting of 
employee contributions held pending vesting of rights. 


ACCOUNT GROUP 


General Long-term Debt Account Group - This account group is 
established to account for the long-term debt that is backed by the 


Town's full faith and credit and expected to be financed from 
governmental funds. 


B. Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the 
governmental funds. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, 
revenues are recorded when received in cash unless susceptable to 
accrual, i.e., measurable and available to finance the Town's 
Operations or of a material amount and not received at the normal time 
of receipt. Property tax revenues are recorded as deferred tax 
revenues unless collectible within 60 days of the end of the fiscal 
year. Expenditures, other than interest on long-term debt, are 
recorded when the liability is incurred. 


C. General Fixed Assets 
The Town does not maintain a general fixed asset group of accounts. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged to departmental 
operations or to the Equipment Replacement Fund whenever such items 


are purchased. 


D. Vacation and Sick Leave 


Under terms of personnel policies and a union contract, vacation and 
sick leave are granted.in varying amounts according to length of 
service. Neither is recorded until paid. At June 30, 1984 such 
accumulated vacation and sick leave had not been determined.

E. Comparative Data 


Comparative data for the prior year have been presented in certain of 
the accompanying financial statements in order to provide an 
understanding of changes in the Town's financial position and 
operations. However, complete comparative data have not been 
presented in those instances where their inclusion would not provide 
meaningful comparisons. 


F. Total Columns on Combined Statements —- Overview 


Total columns on the Combined Statements are captioned Memorandum Only 
to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial 
analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position, 
results of operations or changes in financial position in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data 
comparable to a consolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been 
made in the aggregation of this data. 


Budget 


For the year ended June 30, 1985, the Town approved the utilization of 
$230,960 of prior year's surplus to cover the excess apppropriations over 
estimated revenues. Such utilization was not required inasmuch as actual 
revenues exceeded expenditures without regard to such utilization by 
$392,575. 


Property Tax 


The Town's property tax is levied on the assessed value listed as of the 
prior April 1 for all real and taxable personal property located in the 
Town. Assessed values are periodically established by the Assessor at 
100% of assumed market value. Each property must be reviewed no less than 
once every four years. Assessed values must be at least 70% of state 
valuation. The assessed value for the list of April 1, 1984, upon which 
the levy for the year ended June 30, 1985 was based, was $227,577,200. 
This assessed value was 80% of the estimated market value and 99.92 of the 
state valuation of $227,800,000. 


Tax liens are placed on real property between eight and twelve months 
following the tax commitment date. The Town has the authority to 
foreclose on property eighteen months after filing of the lien if tax 
liens and associated costs remain unpaid. 


The Town is permitted by the laws of the State of Maine to levy taxes up to 
105% of its net budgeted expenditures for the related fiscal period. The 


amount raised in excess of 100% is referred to as overlay, and amounted to 
$134,648 for the year ended June 30, 1985.

Restricted Cash and Reserve for School Construction 


Funds received for the construction of the new junior high school, occupied in 
1977, resulted in earnings from investments through June 30, 1985 of 
$153,617. During 1980 the State of Maine authorized the use of $50,000 of 
such funds (of which $27,563 has been expended) for certain repairs to 
the gymnasium roof. The balance of $103,617, represented by a certificate 
of deposit, is restricted since it must legally be returned to the State 
of Maine unless other uses are authorized. The reservation of fund 
balance recognizes the restricted nature of these funds. 


State Reimbursement for Debt Service Expenditures 


The State of Maine currently reimburses the Town for financing costs of 
school buildings and school bus purchases. Continuation of such 
reimbursements is dependent upon continued appropriations by the State 
legislature.

Statutory Debt Limit 


In accordance with 30 MRSA, Section 5061, as amended, no municipality shall 
incur debt for specified purposes in excess of 15 percent of the state 
valuation of such municipality. The total outstanding bonds and notes of 
$3,091,667 was $31,078,333 less than the statutory debt limit of 
$34,170,000 as of June 30, 1985. 


Overlapping Debt 


The Town's proportionate share of Cumberland County's debt (determined by the 
percentage of the Town's state valuation to the county's state valuation) 
is not reported in the Town's financial statements. Debt service is 
included in the annual county assessment to the Town. At June 30, 1985 
the Town's share is 3.94% ($68,950) of Cumberland County's outstanding debt 
of $1,750,000. 


The Town is also served by the Portland Water District. The Town's share of 
the District's sewer notes is $11,483. Total District water bonds as of 
June 30, 1985 amounted to $23,255,000. Of this total, 6.3123% or 
$1,467,925 was apportioned to the Town of Windham. 


Employee's Retirement System 


The Town presently offers a retirement plan to any individual who is an 
employee of the Town. The retirement plan is an optional deferred 
compensation program incorporated under the auspices of the International 
City Management Association. Any employee may participate in the

retirement program; however, the Town will contribute only after the 
employee has been employed for 2 years. This 2 year period may be waived 
with Council approval. The Town's contribution for the year ended 

June 30, 1985 was $4,109.
